OPENING DAY-LYME EXHIBITION 
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DOOR AT MISS FLORENCE GRISWOLD’S

INCE the beginning of the Artists Colony of Lyme, 
Art has centered around Miss Florence Griswold, 
What the Colony would have been without her, 
or whether it would have endured at all, are 
questions difficut to answer. 

The first to come were taken into her house, 
which has been ever since, and still is, the 
Artists’ home. Whether they have acquired houses and families 
of their own, or not. She is always there and all drop in from 
time to time like members of a big family. 

Nearly every painter who has worked at Lyme has left 
Souvenirs of his passage in the house in the shape of sketches, 
mural decorations, door panels and paintings, until the walls 
are covered with these remarkable mementoes; many by men 
who are now dead and gone, but who continue to remind their 
living comrades of happy days of the past, by the power of the 
work they left, behind. 

The growth from a few, to the strong organization of to-day 
has been slow and steady. 

In 1902 at the request of a member of residents, it was de- 
cided to hold an informal exhibition of the work being done. 
The use of the Library was offered as an exhibition room. 
This show proved an immediate sucess. It has been continued 
each year, with ever increasing popularity, until it is now the 
most important summer exhibition of Art in the United States 
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Its progress has been marked by mile stones of endeavor. 1 


As the Colony grew the need of a definite organization was 
felt, and in July, 1914, the present Association was formed and 
incorporated under the laws of the State of Connecticut. 

Having later on the status of an established institution, a 
permanent Exhibition Hall became the dream of its members. 
A dream realized in Augustj 1921, with opening of the Associa- 
tion Gallery. 

This Gallery, designed by Platt, while not the largest, con- 
tains the most perfectly lighted exhibition rooms in the World. 
Having established itself as a State institution, it is the desire 
of the Association to become a National one as well, and to ex- 
tend the educational work to cover all the States. 


A plan has been evolved and new memberships created for 
carrying it out. 

The plan proposes to bring into the organization, the smaller 
Art Museums of the country as Associate Museum Members to 
distribute to these each year as gifts, a certain number of 
paintings from the Annual 'Exhibition at Lyme, with a possible 
future development of visiting exhibitions.

The new memberships are Associate Museum Members, 
Annual Dues $10. Museum Benefactor Members contributing 
$100 annually for five years. Museum Donor Members con- 
tributing $25 annually for five years. 


This fund receives all contributions and annual dues from 
the new memberships mentioned above and will be expended 
each year in the purchase of paintings for distribution to the 
Museum Members. This fund has been made possible by the 
generosity of friends of the Association and of Art, who from an 
educational point of view purely, have agreed to contribute to 
this fund the sum of $100 each, annually, for a period of five 
years. They are to be known as Museum Benefactor Members 
and among them are both the Lyme Art Association and its 
President.
